The subject matters of claims 1 -2 and 5-6 do not appear to have an inventive step in view of 
documents 1 and 2 cited in the ISR. Document 2 describes a technology wherein protocol 
information with which a target device can cope is acquired by an initial protocol, and 
communications are conducted with the target device by a communication protocol selected from the 
protocol information. A person skilled in the art could have easily applied this technology to the 
radio communication device described in document 1. 

The subject matters of claims 3-4 do not appear to have an inventive step on account of the 
disclosures of documeras 1, 2 and 3 cited in the ISR- A nearby radio communication protocol is 
merely a radio communication protocol well-known to a person skilled in the art as shown in 
document 3. 
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
